British Loan to China. 


The same day the Pekin Correspondent of the 
Times sent home this important cablegram— 

Sir Claude MacDonald informed the Tsung-li-Yamen 
that England was willing to assist China to liquidate the 
Japanese indemnity and would provide a loan of

4 per cent. annually, net, including sinking fund. 

The conditions are as follows— 

(1) The opening of three Treaty ports, namely, Talien- 
wan, Siangin in Hugan province [? Siang-tan in Hunan, or 
Siang-yang in Hupei!, and Nan-ning, thereby increasing 
the Customs revenue.

Two other plays 
have been written by the author of “ Peter the 
Great.” One was in collaboration with Mr. 
Seymour Hicks (the bright young husband of 
Ellaline Terriss). It was called ‘* Uncle Silas.”

| drama performed at a Criterion matinée. 


“John the Baptist,” 


the sensational and Biblical drama by Hermann 
| Sudermann, was- produced at the Deutsches 
‘Theater, Berlin, on Sunday evening last in the 
presence of an enormous audience. There has 
been great excitement in Berlin respecting this 
play, partly because of its subject and partly 
owing to its having been prohibited by the 
authorities in August last in consequence of the 
discovery of an old Act against the production 
of any drama based upon a Scriptural subject. 
But Herr Sudermann had a ‘‘ friend at Court,” 
who made such a successful appeal to the 
Emperor that His Imperial Majesty requested 
the Censor to permit the performance of * John 
the Baptist.’’ 
Sudermann 


has in the main outline kept closely to the 
Biblical narrative, and these are the chief 
incidents : Herod Antipas has taken his brother’s 
wife, and is about to profane the Temple by 
appearing there with her, when the Jews appeal 
to John the Baptist to prevent this outrage. 
Herodias endeavours to acquire an influence over 
the “Crier in the Wilderness,” 
John is imprisoned, though Herod, fearing his 
popularity with the people, allows him con- 
siderable liberty. But Salome, daughter of 
Herodias, seeks to captivate John by her sensual 
attractions. That fine German uctress, Frau 
Sorma, represented Salome in the most realistic 
manner. In some portions the play is religious 
in tone, and there are frequent allusions to the 
influence of Christ. The drawback is that the 
gencrally coarse tone of the play naturally jars 
with these scenes, and is likely to cause offence 
even in Berlin. :

“ Sir,—I must thank you for your valuable information 
that we get week by week in the P.J.P. I can safely say, 
after twenty years’ experience of garden and farm, that 
your statement as to what can be done is a fact, and not at 
all overestimated. There are at the present time scores of 
small -market-gardeners who are simply coining money, 
especially in Berks and Bucks, where rent is moderate and 
not far from ‘several good markets. You are quite right 
in saying that the small grower should aim to supply the 
local market. It is a mistake to send to the London markets 
when you:can do much better near home. Reading has 
been a very good market for the last ten years to my know- 
ledge: for instance, I grew four acres of onions, yielding 
ten tons; sold in Reading at £10 per ton = £100; labour, 
seed, etc., £25. If twelve anda half acres can (and it will) 
do what you say in P.I.P. of Oct. 2, 1897, what will a 
hundred acres do managed on the same principle?

td bee MAJESTY AND THE LATE HON. 


P. VILLIERS.—The Queen (who is still dt ; 

Osborne), the Prince of Wales, and Princess Louise, 

who made frequent inquiries at Cadogan Place 

during the late Mr. Villiers’ illness, were informed 

of Mr. Villiers’ death, and replies have been received by 

the deceased’s relatives from Her Majesty and from 

Their Royal Highnesses expressing their deep regret and 

sympathy. A funeral service for the venerable statesman 

took place at St. Paul’s, Wilton Place, Knightsbridge, on 

Thursday. The interment’was at Kensal Green, where a 

large number of notables paid the last token of respect to 
the memory of the distinguished Free Trade pioneer. 


The Prince of Wales and the Duke of York, 
attended by Captain Holford and Sir Charles Cust, left 
Sandringham last Monday evening for Newmarket. H R.H. 
the Duchess of York paid a two days’ visit to Mr. Frankand 
Lady Eva Dugdale, at Snitterfield, « 


Lord Charles Beresford was elected M.P. for 
York by a majority of 11 over Sir Christopher Furness, the 
Liberal candidate. On the other hand, Plymouth returned 
Mr. S. F. Mendl by a majority of 164 over the Hon. Ivor 
Guest. The photograph of Lord Charles Beresford.in last 
week’s P.I.P. is generally admitted to be the best published 
of the hon. and gallant member. 


The Queen’s Additions to the Pleasures of 
Londoners.—The generous decison of Her Majesty to 
open the old Palace of Kew as a public museum, and to 
throw open to the public the State apartments at Kensington 
Palace, will give great satisfaction alike to Londoners and to 
visitors from the country. The apartments shortly to be 
thrown openat Kensington Palace are twelve in number, and 
are reached by way of the great staircase of black and white 
marble and graceful ironwork. Kensington Palace was 
originally the seat of Sir Heneage Finch, Solicitor-General, 
and afterwards Eal of Nottingham and Lord Chancellor 
of England, and it was his son, the second Earl, who sold 
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it for the sum of 18,000 guineas to King William IDI.’ 
within a short time of his accession. By that Monarch, 
however, a storey was added, whilst the north-west angle 
was built by George II. as a nursery for his children. It is 
chiefly interesting to this generation because our beloved 
Queen was born there, and held her first Council of State 
there after her accession. At one end of the gardens of 
Kensington Palace is the Summer Banqueting House, 
designed by Sir Christopher Wren, and built of red brick and 
Portland stone. Itis sketched by a P.T. P. Artist, and suggests 
that when the necessary repairs have been effected, this 
Banqueting-Hall will also be added to the sights of London. 
Sir Edward Poynter, the present P.R.A., writing to the 
Times in 1895, declared this building to be “a masterpiece 
of proportion and of most picturesque originality, a study 
for all time of the admirable effect to be produced by the 
judicious use of simple materials in the hands of a great 
artist ’—and he pointed out that it had been allowed for 
many years to be used as a potting shed, and was in great 
dilapidation. At each end is a rotunda with Corinthian 
columns, and elaborately carved cornices executed at great 
eost. Sir Edward suggested that such a place might be 
used for some better purpose ; and in this the /./.P. Artist 
agrees. _Why should it not be turned into a tea-house 
under good management, where good citizens could take 
refreshment in the Banqueting-Room, with its nobly pro- 
portioned windows opening on to the raised stone platform, 
vi in fine weather could be furnished with tables and 
chairs. 


General Sir Francis Grenfell and General 
Gatacre on Sunday inspected at Cairo (wired the Daily

arranged to leave on Wednesday for “ the front.” 


The Dervish Town of Sufieh, to the west of 
Kassala, was captured on Jan. 13 by the Kassala levies. 
A large number of Arabs from the Khor Buraka are flock- 
ing into Kassala for the purpose of selling cattleand sheep, 
and cultivation, which has hitherto been forbidden, is now 
being resumed. 


The Transport Steamer “Malta” arrived at 
“ Gib” last Monday from London, and landed the 1st 
Battalion Princess of Wales’s Own (Yorkshire) Regiment 
for duty there. She afterwards embarked the 1st Battalion 
Northumberland Fusiliers for Egypt. 


Khartoum, the City in which General Gordon 
Perished, is sketched anew, as it will doubtless be the 
objective, point .of the Sirdar’s Expedition, When the 
Soudan was conquered by a former Khedive and ‘annexed 
to Egypt, Khartoum became the headquarters of the 
Governor-General and the home of a number of merchants, 
really slave-traders. In 1869 Dr. Schweinfurth estimated 
that twelve of these firms maintained 11,000 soldiers in the 
Bahr-cl-Ghazal district, and 50,000 slaves are said to have 
been captured for Turkish and Egyptian harems every year. 
One of these men was Zebehr, afterwards a Pasha in the 
Egyptian service, and then a rebel. Egyptian rule had then 
been a curse, and only the efforts of Sir Samuel Baker and 
General Gordon, who were in its service, kept the Soudanese 

le quiet. Finally, in 1881, Muhammed Ahmed, the 
Mahdi, a fanatical Muslim, proclaimed a crusade against 
the Egyptians, The Mudir of Fashoda, a place south of 
Khartoum, of which we are likely soon to hear more (as 
it was reported the French Expedition under Marchand had 
reached Fashoda), attacked the ‘ Prophet,’’ but was 
destroyed with nearly all his force. The Mahdi’s power 


rapidly spread; the tian Governo:s were defeated ; 
Lupton Bey, an Englishman who was Governor of Bahr- 
el-Ghazal, died in captivity; Slatin Bey, who governed 


Darfur, lived ten years in captivity, and only escaped in 
1894 ; General Gordon, who had been sent out to save 
the situation, was murdered at Khartoum before Lord 
Wolseley’s Expedition could rescue him; and the 
provinces south of Wady Halfa were evacuated -by 
the Khedive’s troops. But the present. Khalifa, or the 
Mahdi as he is sometimes called, finds his power waning, 
and instead of waiting for the British tos make an 
advance on Khartoum, he is pushing up to Berber. 
The result of this may be that the decisive battle may be 
fought near Berber or at Metermmeh. We are not at all 
likely to stop at Berber; we must push on to Khartoum 
and Omdurman, and there is very little doubt that the bold 
front we are putting on, and the backing up of the Egyptian 

~ Army with a large force of British troops, ave intended to 
show in unmistakable terms that we intend to allow no 
interference with our advance to the Upper Nile. We have 
had trouble enough over this matter, and are not disposed

The Little Rising in Beluchistan.—Our map 
shows the scene of our latest frontier trouble—this time in 
Beluchistan. A survey party, consisting of Captain Burn, 
Royal Engineers, with a native escort and followers number- 
ing about 150 men, have been treacherously massacred on 
the Mekran coast. The whole force perished except 
Captain ‘Burn himself. The Captain had to ride aione 
100 miles to the nearest telegraph - station to report 
the massacre, which took place about 100 miles from the 
scène of the murder of Captain Ives. A force of native 
infantry was despatched from hi to the scene of the 
massacre. The agent of the Viceroy of India at Mekran is 
Mr. Barnes, who was the trusted lieutenant of the late Sir

The north-east corner, round Quetta, 
is leased by Great Britain from the Khan of Khelat ; 
another portion, called British Beluchistan, was ceded to 
this country by the treaty of Gundamuk. Then there is 
Independent Beluchistan ; and finally, to the north-west, a 
bee of the country governed by Afghan and Beluchi 
chieftains, 


General Sir Michael Biddulph, who is an 
authority on Indian frontier questions, said the other day : 
“Tam certain that the latest development is quite uncon- 
nected with the Afridi outbreak, its only possible connec- 
tion with other tribal movements being that these 
Mohammedans, like their co-religionists elsewhere, have 
been influenced by recent Turkish successes. The Beluchis | 
are closely connected with the Arabs, and their ideas and 
instincts are entirely different from those of the Afridis. 
The present outbreak cannot last long. There are great 
possibilities in the way of bringing reliefs by rail from 
Quetta and the North-West Frontier, and of forwarding 
troops by sea from Karachi to the ports along the Mekran | 
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coast for service in the Kej Valley. Our position on the 
seaboard is thus very strong.’’ Lieutenant Turner declares 
that the immediate despatch of three hundred troops from 
Ormara will probably accomplish the settlement of the

The Khan of Khelat, whose troops are holding the 
fort of Nastrabad, on the confines of the disturbed Kej 
Valley, has only reigned since 1893. Khelat, which is a 
semi-independent principality in the north of Beluchistan, 
is a State very little visited by Europeans. Its last Khan 
incurred the censure of the Indian Government for his 
tyrannous acts. He murdered his Grand Vizier and several 
of the notables of the country. He was summoned to 
Quetta by the Indian Government, and, haying been found 
guilty, was in 1893 deposed. Meanwhile a small expe- 
dition of cavalry, infantry, and artillery, with some

sappers and miners, were sent to Khelat to preserve order. 
Khelat is about one hundred miles from Quetta, across a 
m»untainous desert where little water is tobe found. The 
inhabitants of Quetta showed no signs of war, and were 
very quiet.

£3,000,000 worth of treasure, including two gold beds and 
two gold chairs for State occasions. The view from the 
citadel is most extensive, reaching nearly to Quetta, and in 
the fort are about a dozen ancient pieces of artillery.

The Alleged Wholesale Forgeries by Lady 
Tatton Sykes engrossed Society visitors to the Queen’s 
Bench Division of the Strand Law Courts this week and last. 
It was before the Lord Chief Justice and a special jury that 
the case of “Jay v. Sykes and Wife” was heard. The | 
plaintiff wasa money-lender, named Jay, in Jermyn Street, | 
and defendants were Sir Tatton Sykes, owner of estates in 
Yorkshire, and Jessica Lady Sykes, his wife. The action | 
was to recover about £15,000, advanced by a money-le=der 
on promissory notes alleged to have been made by Sir 
Tatton Sykes and handed by Lady Sykes to the plaintiff. 
Sir Tatton Sykes denied having signed the notes. At 
the outset Lord Russell asked who appeared for the 
other defendant. Mr. Lawson Walton replied that the lady 
had entered no defence to the action. Lady Sykes, in fact, 
admitted liability. Sir Tatton Sykes denied that the sig- 
natures were his; so that the allegation, in fact, was that 
it was a forgery by his wife. Counsel proceeded to 
narrate the various interviews which Lady Sykes had 
had with the plaintiff. The first transaction began 
in January 1896, when £3000 was borrowed at 60 per 
cent. upon the joint security of Lady Sykes and Sir Tatton 
Sykes. He (counsel) read a letter which purported to be 
written by Sir Tatton Sykes, giving the requisite authority 
to the plaintiff to pay the money to Lady Sykes. This 
bill was subsequently renewed upon what was purported 
to be the joint promissory notes of husband and 
wife, until something over £14,000 principal and interest 
became due. On his return from a visit to America Sir | 
Tatton promised to provide for this obligation, and left to 
go down to Yorkshire, as he represented to Lady Sykes. 
After that Sir Tatton ia disappeared. Sir Tatton and | 
Lady Jessica Sykes, with Mr. Jay, were sketched in Court, 
it will be seen.
